Spokane, Wash., Oct. 10.— President 
Taft undoubtedly has gained much In 
popularity on his trip through W est­ 
ern Washington. Not only in this city 
but the smaller communities through 
which he passed it has been found 
that a large part of the population 
has faith in the president and ap­ 
prove 
his 
administration, 
and 
that 
among his adverse critics there is a 
noticeable disposition to suspend final 
judgment pending a further test of the 
Taft policies. 
Washington also is a part of “the 
enem y’s country,” the inhabitants of 
which President Taft set out to meet 
face to face and explain his past ac­ 
tions and his future hopes. 
The pro­ 
gressive Republican 
movement has 
•wept the state from end to end, and 
the voters have expressed in no un­ 
certain term s their condemnation of 
the old guard of Republican leaders, 
their hatred of Ballingerisin and Can* 
noniem and their disapproval of the 
Aldrich-Payne tariff law. 


Elected Progressive Senators. 
It was little less than a year ago 
that the state decided overwhelmingly 
in favor of progressive principles by 
choosing Miles Poindexter of this city 
for United States senator in prefer­ 
ence to a number of conservative can­ 
didates, of whom the principal one 
was Thomas Burke of Seattle. 
The 
triumph 
of 
the 
progressive 
movement further signalized by the 
nomination and election of two out of 
the three Republicans of the state in 
the lower house—William L. La Toi­ 
lette and Stanton Warburton. 
Opposition to the president by the 
Washington 
progressives 
was 
con­ 
spicuous during the last session of 
congress. 
La Follette and Warburton 
voted for the Democratic wool bill, the 
senate compromise, and alBo to pass 
this bill over the president’s veto. The 
indications are that they correctly rep­ 
resented their constituents in this de­ 
mand for a lower wool duty. 
Poindexter voted for the wool bill, 
but 
Senator Jones, a regular, 
was 
against it and supported the presi­ 
dent's attitude toward all tariff legis­ 
lation 
Canadian reciprocity was favored in 
this state by the fruit growers, but 
opposed by the wheat raisers. 
The 
senators voted for it, but the repre­ 
sentatives, 
including 
Humphrey, 
a 
regular, were against it. 


Strong in Washington. 


In spite of all this evidence ot op­ 
position to the Taft policies there is 
every indication that the president is 
much stronger in Washington than in 
any othei state dominated by the pro­ 
gressives. 
Senator Poindexter has an­ 
nounced his personal preference for 
Senator l^a Follette aa a Republican 
candidate for the presidency, and yet 
one hears remarkably little talk of the 
Wisconsin man among the people out­ 
side of politicians. 
The majority of 
the 
business 
men 
say 
they 
ap­ 
prove T aft’s administration, and the 
majority of the workingmen questioned 
either commended the president or 
said he ought to he given a further 
trial. 
Mr. Taft’s speech in this city patent­ 
ly created a favorable effect. 
He 
apoke at the fair gVounds before an 
immense crowd, which listened to his 
arguments on half a dozen important 
questions with noticeable Intentness. 
Many people here said that the presi­ 
dents statement* either had removed 
doubts or hsd produced the conviction 
that be ought to have a further op­ 
portunity to carry out bis plans in re­ 
gard to the tariff, world peace, con­ 
servation 
and 
administrative 
econ­ 
omy. 
The women of Washington never 
have voted for president, but they will 
for the first time next year. 
Suffrage 
recently was conferred upon them and 
local elections have brought them out 
in large numbers.

has been wiped out. 
Unlike a loss 
by fire there was absolutely no in­ 
surance on our property. 
Nearly $2,- 
000,000 in property was wiped out, 
and it is not difficult to understand 
that 
$2,000,000 
snatched 
from 
the 
residents of a city of this size leaves 
them rather helpless and in a ter­ 
rible plight.”

lieved Bryan will be as hostile to him 
as he has been to Governor Harmon 
and as he was to Judge Parker eight 
years ago. 
Friends of Underwood outside of 
Alabama are talking of his becoming 
the vice presidential nominee in case 
Governor Wilson, Governor Harmon 
or some other northern man should 
be named. 
Other men who are pro­ 
moting the candidacy of Champ Clark 
say that Underwood’s delegates will 
he turned over to the speaker when 
they will do him the most good, for 
Clark's advancement will mean the 
speakership for the Alabama man. 


Bryan’s Influence. 
Say w hat they may about the setting 
of Bryan’s star, there Is no use deny 
ing that he is still a potent factor in 
the Democratic party. He has a large 
following everywhere. A private let 
ter from n man who attended the con 
serration meeting at 
Kansas City, 
speaking of the reception accorded 
Dr. Wiley, said tHat the enthusiasm 
for the pure food man wns equal to 
that for President T aft—“in fact, was 
equal to that given any other man 
except Bryan.”

M any Families From Chicago Tene­ 
ments to Be Taken We6t. 
Chicago, Oct. 10.—From tenements 
to the prairies of Wyoming, 450 Jew­ 
ish families will be transported next 
spring by a $450,000 philanthropic syn­ 
dicate headed by Julius Rosenwald. 
Arrangements have 
been completed 
for the settlement of families upon 
72,000 acres. 
Each family will be loaned $1,000 to 
be used In the development of the col­ 
ony and to be repaid as soon as con­ 
venient. 
No interest will be charged. 
The plan is an experiment in relieving 
conditions among sweatshop workers 
and other impoverished Jewish immi­ 
grants. 
If it succeeds it will be con­ 
tinued on a wider scale. 
The land will be taken up under the 
Carey land act. 
With irrigation rights 
it is valued at $40 an acre. 
The col­ 
onists will he given fifteen years in 
which to pay for their farms. 
The 
land is about seventy miles north of 
Cheyenne. 


CORNELIUS N. BLISS IS DEAD 


Prominent 
Republican 
Succumbs 
to 
Old Age in New York. 
New York, Oct. 10.—Corn» lius New­ 
ton Bliss, for years one of the promi­ 
nent figures in national Republican 
politics and otherwise well known as 
a m erchan' and a member of the dry 
goods firm of Bliss, Fabyan & Co., i 
dead at his home here of heart dis­ 
ease. 
Mr. Bliss had been ill for a year. He 
did not, however, take to his bed un­ 
til a few days ago. 
While death is 
attributed to heart failure, there had 
been a gem ral breaking down which 
comes of old age. Mr. Bliss was seven­ 
ty-eight years old. having been born 
in Fall River, Mass., in 15(33. 
He was treasurer of the Republican 
national committee from 1892 to 189*. 
and following the national campaign 
of 1896, ir. which William McKinley 
was elected president, he accepted the 
position of secretary of the Interior in 
the McKinley cabinet.

They W ill Have Majority. 
Augusta. Me., Oct. 10. -The posslbU 
Ity of correction ol the official figures 
of the state’s vote of Sept 11 on the 
repeal of the constitutional prohibitory 
amendment rests upon the ability ot 
the town clerks of Athens, Limestone, 
Matlnicus Isle and Westfield and oth 
er interested persons to prove to the 
governor and council that their orlgi 
nal returns were wrong. 
If the corrections already filed are 
allowed it would mean the overthrow 
of the present official majority of 
twenty-six for repeal and the estab­ 
lishment of a substantial majority in 
favor of retaining constitutional pro­ 
hibition.
